ing. They also decided that 
there will be future coopera¬ 
tion with each other.

KHAR, Pakistan (AFP) 
More than 80 people were 
killed in a suicide bombing on 
a World Food Program project 
and a series of helicopter raids 
against militant camps in 
northwestern Pakistan, offi¬ 
cials said. 

A suicide bomber wearing a 
burqa, who some officials said 
was a woman, killed at least 43 
people at a World Food Pro¬ 
gram distribution point in a 
tribal area bordering 
Afghanistan on Saturday. 

The blast occurred in Khar, 
the main town of lawless Ba- 
jaur tribal district, once a 
stronghold of Taliban militants 
who have carried out several 
bombings and suicide attacks 
in the area. 

Most of the victims be¬ 
longed to the local Salarzai 
tribe which supported military 
action against the militants and 
formed a militia to force them 
from Bajaur. 

Separately, 40 militants 
were killed in Mohmand, an¬ 
other lawless tribal district, in 


a series of military raids, offi¬ 
cials said. 

US President Barack 
Obama condemned the Khar 
incident as an "outrageous ter¬ 
rorist attack" and said the 
United States stood with the 
people of Pakistan. 

"Killing innocent civilians 
outside a World Food Program 
distribution point is an affront 
to the people of Pakistan, and 
to all humanity," he added. 

There were conflicting re¬ 
ports about the identity of the 
bomber in Khar, with some of¬ 
ficials saying the attacker was 
a woman, while others claimed 
a man disguised in a burqa was 
responsible. 

The bomber was inter¬ 
cepted at a checkpoint outside 
the ration distribution center 
and the blast occurred during a 
search, Sohail Khan said. 

Salarzai tribespeople had 
set up a vigilante force to evict 
militants from their area, but 
officials declined to comment 
when asked if they were the 
bomber’s intended target.

Teen solo sailor laura Dekker looks Queen’s Christmas message

The team surrounding 15- 
year-old Laura Dekker who 
hopes to be the youngest per¬ 
son to sail solo round the 
world is looking for new fi¬ 
nancial sponsors, it was re¬ 
ported. 

In particular, the team, 
comprised mainly of family 
members, needs money to 
visit her during the journey 
and carry out major repairs to 
her boat, Guppy, father Dick 
Dekker said. 

The sponsor money from 
shipyard Jongert was used up 
to pay debts before the trip 
began and other sponsors 


have not come forward, he 
said. TV rights for the trip 
have not been sold either. 

Dekker said Laura’s only 
income is the column she 
writes for the AD and royal¬ 
ties from a book written by 
her grandmother. 

Nevertheless, the trip is 
not in danger, Dekker said. 
4 She can do it all fine. But 
she is more on her own than 
we had hoped. And as parents 
we can no longer visit her 
when she is in a harbour.’ 

Laura arrived in St. 
Maarten on December 19. 
She will stay ther for a few 


weeks. She is planning on 
setting sail for the Panama 
Canal in January. 

’I will just stay here now 
for a bit and I will think about 
that,’ Dekker said. ’I’ve not 
really a plan. I just want to be 
in the Panama Canal in May 
(or) April, so until that time I 
will cross the islands, I 
think.’ 

Her original plans called 
for her to sail across the Pa¬ 
cific to Australia, around the 
southern tip of India, through 
the Suez Canal to the 
Mediterranean and back to 
Gibraltar. 

The then 14-year-old girl 
Laura Dekker was thrust into 
the media spotlight in August 
2009 when her ambitious 
plan was first revealed. She 
was prevented from setting 
sail for the two-year world 
trip by the Dutch Child Pro¬ 
tection Agency. The Dutch 
authorities made her a ward 
of court in October for a one- 
year period. In 2010, the 
judge decided not to extend 
this period since Laura's par¬ 
ents, who are divorced, are 
now both in favour of the 
voyage. Previously, her 
mother had reservations

Kiki had managed to find them 
a home with a German lady 
who had been working on 
Aruba for the past year, and 
her family. 

The bad news was the fam¬ 
ily was required to return to 
Holland just before the holi¬ 
days; the good news was they 
refused to leave the three dogs 
behind, and with Kiki’s assis¬ 
tance, their returne with the 
“cunucu” dogs in tow tran¬ 
spired without a hitch. “The 
more common story this time 
of year is people are leaving 
the island for weeks and 
months at a time, leaving their 
dogs and cats behind to fend 
themselves. I always end up 
taking in what I call “Christ¬ 
mas victims,” but this year I 
am so pleased to see these peo¬ 
ple would never do anything 
so inhumane to the pets that 
love them unconditionally.”

She has sold 
two homes which provided her 
rent income, which has her 
halfway to her goal. 

i also wished to bring forth 
a plea this holiday season on 
behalf of her friend Paul, a re¬ 
tired Dutch marine living on 
Aruba, who has made his 
home a haven for cats. He and 
his 21 cats are being evicted 
from a small, quiet place 


where they have been living, 
and he is in immediate need of 
a new place to live with his 
brood, each of which is as dear 
to him as if they were his chil¬ 
dren. 

“Paul needs a quiet, out-of- 
the-way place far from heavy 
motorized traffic, so as to pro¬ 
tect the cats from harm,” re¬ 
ports Kiki, “he has a 
comfortable retirement in¬ 
come, so expense is the not 
issue, but the owners must be 
tolerant of the cats. We hope 
we can assist Paul in finding a 
happy ending to his year as did 
Salome, Luis and Rocky.”

World may recognise Palestine soon: Israel minister 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AFP) - 
With peace talks stalled, the 
’’entire world” could recognise 
a Palestinian state within a 
year, a dovish Israeli cabinet 
minister warned Sunday, urg¬ 
ing the resumption of negotia¬ 
tions. 

The comments from Indus¬ 
try and Trade Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Ben Eliezer come after 
Ecuador formally recognised 
Palestine as an independent 
state on Friday, following the 
lead of other South American 
countries. 

Brazil, Argentina and Bo¬ 



livia gave formal recognition 
earlier this month while 
Uruguay said it will do so early 
in the new year. 

”1 would not be surprised if 
within a year the entire world, 


even the US, recognizes a 
Palestinian state, then we will 
have to explain how this hap¬ 
pened,” Ben Eliezer told re¬ 
porters ahead of the weekly 
cabinet meeting. 

Israel opposes any recogni¬ 
tion of a Palestinian state, say¬ 
ing its establishment must be 
reached through negotiations 
and not through unilateral 
moves. 

But with the breakdown of 
peace talks, the Palestinians 
have said they are considering 
new diplomatic options, and 
welcomed the recognition 


from the Latin American na¬ 
tions. 

Direct talks between Israel 
and the Palestinians, the first 
for nearly two years, began in 
Washington on September 2. 
But they quickly stalled, when 
a 10-month Israeli settlement 
freeze expired on September 
26. 

The Palestinians refused to 
resume negotiations without a 
new moratorium and on De¬ 
cember 7 Washington admitted 
that it had failed to convince 
Israel to renew the building 
ban, despite offering a gener¬ 


ous package of incentives. 

Ben Eliezer, from the 
dovish Labour Party, said Is¬ 
rael must do all it can to get 
talks back on track. 

”We must do all everything 
possible to renew talks with 
the Palestinians, even if it 
means a settlement freeze for a 
few months,” he said. 

Palestinian negotiators have 
emphasised a set of alterna¬ 
tives to new talks, including 
seeking recognition of a Pales¬ 
tinian state along the borders 
that existed in 1967, before the 
Six Day War. 
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Apple, Steve Jobs hit 
new heights in 2010 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
dethroned Microsoft as the 
world's most valuable tech¬ 
nology company in 2010 as 
its co-founder Steve Jobs 
soared to new heights with 
the touchscreen iPad tablet 
computer and the latest 
iPhone. 

Britain's Financial Times 
last week named Jobs its 
"Person of the Year" and even 
US President Barack Obama 
joined in the plaudits to the 
5 5-year-old chief executive 
of the Cupertino, California- 
based gadget-maker. 

Jobs' appearance on a San 
Francisco stage in January to 
unveil the iPad capped what 
the FT called "the most re¬ 
markable comeback in mod¬ 
ern business history." 

"It wasn't simply a matter 
of the illness that had side¬ 
lined him for half the year be¬ 
fore, leaving him severely 
emaciated and eventually re¬ 
quiring a liver transplant," the 
newspaper said. 

"Fittle more than a decade 
earlier, both Mr. Jobs' career 
and Apple, the company he 
had co-founded, were widely 
considered washed up, their 
relevance to the future of 
technology written off," it 
said. 

Obama, at a White House 
news conference on Wednes¬ 
day, held up Jobs as an exam¬ 
ple of the virtues of the "free 
market." 

"We celebrate somebody 
like a Steve Jobs, who has 
created two or three different 
revolutionary products," 
Obama said. "We expect that 
person to be rich, and that's a 
good thing." 

The iPad hit stores in the 
United States in April and 
Apple reported sales at the 
end of September of more 
than eight million of the de¬ 
vices that the FT said offer a 
glimpse into a world without 
a computer mouse or Win¬ 
dows. 

Other technology firms 


are trying to match Apple's 
success with tablets of their 
own, including South Korea's 
Samsung, Canada's Research 
In Motion, maker of the 
Blackberry, and US computer 
giants Hewlett-Packard and 
Dell. 

But none has yet to prove 
capable of preventing Apple 
from establishing the same 
dominance over the tablet 
computer market that it exer¬ 
cises over the MP3 music 
player scene with the ubiqui¬ 
tous iPod, introduced in 2001. 

Goldman Sachs said it ex¬ 
pects Apple to ship 37.2 mil¬ 
lion iPads in 2011 — "which 
could potentially make Apple 
one of the largest vendors in 
the global personal comput¬ 
ing market" — tablets plus 
personal computers. 

The iPad wasn't Apple's 
only hit product in 2010. 

The iPhone 4, the latest 
version of the touchscreen 
smartphone introduced by 
Apple in 2007, sold 14.1 mil¬ 
lion units in the quarter 
which ended in September, 
up 91 percent over the same 
quarter a year earlier. 

Even Apple TV, a product 
Jobs once dismissed as a 
"hobby," is notching up 
strong sales. Apple said last 
week that sales of the latest 
model of the set-top box that 
can stream content from the 
Web had topped one million 
units. 

The rare blemishes on 
Apple's record in 2010 were 
its continuing inability to 
come out with a promised 
white model of the iPhone 4 
and complaints of lost recep¬ 
tion due to the radical an¬ 
tenna design on the device. 

Apple shares, worth 10 
dollars at the end of 2003, 
gained around 60 percent this 
year, closing at more than 
320 dollars on Wall Street on 
Thursday. 

In May, Apple surpassed 
Microsoft as the largest US 
technology company in terms 
of market value. The only 
companies with larger market 
capitalization than Apple's 
nearly 300 billion dollars are 
ExxonMobil and Petrochina. 

Meeschaert New York an¬ 
alyst Gregori Volokhine de¬ 
scribed Apple's rise as 
"absolutely extraordinary" 
and said "every analyst has 
an even higher target price 
for next year, between 360 
dollars and 430 dollars." 

"Apple's more than just a 
company," Volokhine told 
AFP. "It's become a cultural 
phenomenon. The hard part 
now will be not to disap¬ 
point." 



Firms look to up solar power 
presence in India

MORABANDAR, India 
(AFP) - The Elephanta 
Caves, a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site off the coast of 
India's financial capital 
Mumbai, draw hundreds of 
thousands of tourists every 
year. 

But when the last of the 
wooden ferry boats leaves at 
nightfall for the mainland 14 
kilometres (8.5 miles) away, 
the villagers who live perma¬ 
nently on the island are 
plunged into darkness. 

A new scheme, launched 
this week by an Australian 
firm, aims to change that, 
providing three villages with 
round-the-clock electricity 
for the first time by harness¬ 
ing power from the country's 
most abundant energy source 
— sunshine. 

The initiative by the Syd¬ 
ney-based Solar-Gem to run 
FED lamps from panels that 
soak up the sun's rays and 
store them as electricity in 
battery units comes as do¬ 
mestic and foreign firms look 
to India as a growth market 
for renewable energy. 

Prime Minister Manmo- 
han Singh has said he wants 
the country to become a 
world leader in the sector, not 
just to cut a crippling energy 
deficit that could hinder de¬ 


velopment but for security of 
supply and to tackle climate 
change. 

Government figures from 
the end of November showed 
that highly-polluting coal ac¬ 
counted for nearly 55 percent 
of India's total energy pro¬ 
duction. 

Renewable energy, most 
of it from wind power, pro¬ 
vides 10 percent. Solar en¬ 
ergy use is negligible. 

Now India's National 
Solar Mission aims to source 
20,000 megawatts of electric¬ 
ity from solar power by 2022 
— about 4,000 megawatts 
more than the current capac¬ 
ity provided by all forms of 
renewable energy. 

The head of Solar-Gem, 
Khimji Vaghjiani, said solar 
power had "enormous scope" 
in India, as 80,000 villages 
have no electricity and plans 
for conventional power 
plants are often delayed over 
land or environmental con¬ 
cerns about pollution. 

"Trying to distribute 
power is going to be very dif¬ 
ficult (in India)," he told AFP 
before the launch on Monday 
evening. 

"What do we do in the 
meantime where villagers are 
using kerosene and candles? 
We can put them (solar pan¬ 


els) into every household, 
moving them away from 
harmful kerosene and costly 
diesel." 

Indian companies likely to 
benefit from the focus on 
solar energy include Tata BP 
Solar — a tie-up between Tata 
Power and BP Solar, a sub¬ 
sidiary of the British oil giant 
— and Reliance Solar, part of 
the country's largest private 
sector firm, Reliance Indus¬ 
tries. 

Foreign players are also 
sensing opportunities, as the 
price of solar power technol¬ 
ogy falls and overseas gov¬ 
ernments look to support 
India as it tries to switch from 
a reliance on fossil fuels to 
"clean" energy sources. 

Solar-Gem, whose initia¬ 
tive is a jointly funded Aus- 
tralian-Indian project, said 
India could become a manu¬ 
facturing hub for its technol¬ 
ogy while France's 
Solairedirect last week an¬ 
nounced plans to set up in the 
country. 

heading overseas solar 
technology firms, particularly 
in the United States, how¬ 
ever, are said to be concerned 
about Indian restrictions on 
imports and believe they 
could hinder attempts to 
boost solar power produc¬ 
tion. 

Manish Ram, from the en¬ 
ergy and climate unit at envi¬ 
ronmental group Greenpeace, 
said the country's solar en¬ 
ergy target was "very feasi¬ 
ble" and there was no reason 
why India, with its warm, 
sunny climate, could not gen¬ 
erate more. 

Investment in "off-grid" 
energy schemes such as that 
on Elephanta Island could be 
the way forward for hard-to- 
reach rural areas, he said, as 
"the centralised system has 
failed to deliver" with power 
cuts widespread where sup¬ 
plies exist.

Novo Nor disk says 
to market improved 
insulin in 2013 


COPENHAGEN,Denmark 
(AFP) - Danish pharmaceuti¬ 
cal company Novo Nordisk 
said lastlast weeklweek it 
planned to put a new insulin 
product on the market by 2013 
after tests showed advantages 
to the widely sold diabetes 
drug Lantus. 

"We believe that this ultra 
long-acting fourth-generation 
insulin will be a serious com¬ 
petitor to Lantus when it 
reaches the market in 2013," 
said Mike Rulis, a spokesman 
for the company which is a 
leader in treatments for dia¬ 
betes. 

Novo Nordisk last week re¬ 
leased results of studies it said 
showed that its product, 
Degludec, reduced the risk of 
dangerous drops in blood 
sugar levels during the night 
by 25 percent compared to 
Lantus, which is manufactured 
by the French company 
Sanofi-Aventis.

"Nocturnal hypoglycaemia 
— episodes of too low blood 
sugar during the night — is a 
major worry for many people 
with diabetes," Mads Krogs- 
gaard Thomsen, Novo 
Nordisk’s executive vice pres¬ 
ident and chief science officer, 
was quoted as saying in a state¬ 
ment. 

According to the World 
Health Organisation, more 
than 220 million people world¬ 
wide have diabetes, which oc¬ 
curs when the body cannot 
produce insulin to regulate 
blood sugar levels or cannot 
use natural insulin effectively 
due to overweight and absence 
of sufficient exercise.

What is seasonal affective disorder 
(writer depression)? 



The terms 'winter de¬ 
pression' and seasonal 
affective disorder 
(SAD) describe a form 
of depression that oc¬ 
curs in the winter 
months. Women are 
affected more often 
than men, and the 
prominent symptoms 
are: 

How mood starting 
in autumn or winter. 

Hack of energy. 

* irritability. 

* overeating and 
weight gain (there is 
often a craving for carbohy¬ 
drate food). 

Hack of interest in socialis¬ 
ing. 

* increased sleep and day¬ 
time sleepiness. 

Opinion is divided as to 
whether this is a separate dis¬ 
ease from other forms of de¬ 
pression, although there does 
appear to be a group of people 
that suffer with it on a regular 
basis starting in the autumn or 
winter and then recovering in 
the spring or summer. 

It is unusual for these 
symptoms to be of sufficient 
severity for them to be brought 
to the attention of doctors but 
for those individuals who do 
find that they need medical 
help, all the usual medication 
and psychological treatments 
may be tried. There have also 
been reports of successful 
treatment using exposure to 
bright light. 

There is a small proportion 
of people with regular winter 
depression who find that their 
mood does not simply return to 
normal in the spring/summer, 
but that it becomes excessively 
high. It is possible that these 
individuals have a seasonal 
bipolar affective disorder (sea¬ 
sonal manic depression) and 
again the mood stabilising 
treatments for the more com¬ 
mon non-seasonal form of the 
illness are available. 

What causes winter de¬ 
pression? 

In some people the apparent 
relationship to the seasons is 
simply because of stresses and 
difficulties that regularly hap¬ 
pen for them at that time of 
year. The illness these people

suffer from would seem to be 
little different to any depres¬ 
sive illness that is triggered by 
a stressful event. 

Where a regular precipitat¬ 
ing event does not occur, the 
cause is not known. It is possi¬ 
bly related to the reduction in 
natural light and the lower 
temperatures in the winter 
months but this is uncertain 
and there is no good evidence 
for it being more common in 
very northern countries where 
the winter hours of daylight are 
much shorter. 

It has been suggested that 
the release of a brain chemical 
(melatonin) may be involved. 
Melatonin release is influenced 
by exposure to light and can 
exert an effect on several bod¬ 
ily rhythms, but research into 


this has been fairly in¬ 
conclusive. 

How is it treated? 
When treatment is 
necessary it may in¬ 
clude: 

*antidepressant 
medication 

*psychological 
therapy 

^bright light ther¬ 
apy. 

Bright light therapy 
consists of the sufferer 
having a special lamp 
or light box at home 
that provides a very 
strong source of light. 

Light therapy has certainly 
been found to help some peo¬ 
ple with SAD, and has been re¬ 
ported to reduce the depressive 
symptoms after just a few 
days. The symptoms are also 
reported to return quite quickly 
after the treatment is stopped. 

The sufferer needs to be ex¬ 
posed to the light source for a 
number of hours each day, and 
the beneficial effect appears to 
be due to the light rather than 
the fact that the person's sleep 
is reduced with the treatment. 
It is difficult, however, to be 
sure that the benefit is not a 
'placebo effect', especially as 
there is little evidence for an 
alteration in the level of mela¬ 
tonin as a result of the treat¬ 
ment.

Assange says signed 1.1 million pounds in book deals 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
WikiLeaks chief Julian As¬ 
sange said in an interview 
published yesterday he had 
signed deals for his autobiog¬ 
raphy worth more than one 
million pounds (1.2 million 
euros, 1.5 million dollars). 

Assange told Britain's 
Sunday Times newspaper 
that the money would help 
him defend himself against 
allegations of sexual assault 
made by two women in Swe¬ 
den. 

"I don’t want to write this 


book, but I have to,” he said. 
"I have already spent 200,000 
pounds for legal costs and I 
need to defend myself and to 
keep WikiLeaks afloat.” 

The Australian said he 
would receive 800,000 dol¬ 
lars (600,000 euros) from Al¬ 
fred A. Knopf, his American 
publisher, and a British deal 
with Canongate is worth 
325,000 pounds (380,000 
euros, 500,000 dollars). 

Money from other markets 
and serialisation is expected 
to raise the total to 1.1 mil¬

lion pounds, he said. 

The latest project of As¬ 
sange's whistleblower web¬ 
site is the gradual release of 
tens of thousands of US 
diplomatic cables. 

Since this latest project 
began Assange, who is on 
bail in Britain fighting a bid 
by Sweden to extradite him 
over the sex assault claims, 
has faced problems financing 
WikiLeaks. 

Credit card companies 
Visa and MasterCard and the 
Internet payment firm PayPal 
have blocked donations to 
WikiLeaks, prompting As¬ 
sange to label them '’instru¬ 
ments of US foreign policy.” 

The Bank of America, the 
largest US bank, has also 
halted all transactions to Wik¬ 
iLeaks. 

Washington has been infu¬ 
riated by WikiLeaks as the 
site slowly releases the cache 


of around 250,000 secret US 
State Department cables. The 
US is believed to be conside¬ 
ring how to indict Assange 
over the the huge leak. 

Assange has been staying 
at a friend's country mansion 
in eastern England since his 
release from jail on Decem¬ 


ber 16 on strict bail condi¬ 
tions that include reporting to 
police daily and wearing an 
electronic tag. 

A court in London is due 
to hold a full hearing on the 
Swedish extradition request 
starting February 7.

Eurozone reform moves: deep revamp 
or just tinkering? 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
eurozone debt crisis has 
shaken the foundations of the 
single currency alliance. Its 
leaders are now weighing 
measures that could either her¬ 
ald a far-reaching operational 
re-vamp or simply a modest 
tinkering. 

Emergency or temporary 
bailouts for euro states strug¬ 
gling with huge debts and gap¬ 
ing public deficits have given 
way to a permanent rescue 
mechanism. 

At the same time, eurozone 
leaders have begun to talk 
about giving the bloc greater 
cohesion with the creation of 
an "economic government," 
perhaps through a federal 
arrangement similar to that of 
the United States. 

There have also been sug¬ 
gestions that eurozone nations 
jointly issue debt bonds, allow¬ 
ing financially troubled euro¬ 
zone nations to pool their 
credit standing with stronger 
partners. 

In an initial gesture, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund joined 
forces last May to make 110 
billion euros available to 
Greece — but only after much 
debate over whether EU sove¬ 
reignty could be compromised 
by calling in the IMF. 

Then it became clear that 
Greece was not the only euro¬ 
zone member under threat. So 
the EU and IMF went a step 
further and launched a broader 
temporary fund that would 
provide a 750-billion-euro 
backstop for countries in diffi¬ 
culty. 

The fund was called the Eu¬ 
ropean Financial Stability Fa¬ 
cility (EFSF), financed by the 
16 eurozone members, and is 
due to expire in mid-2013. 

But EU leaders understood 
that the eurozone’s debt crisis 
could not be made to disappear 
with temporary measures. So 
at a Brussels summit Decem¬ 
ber 16-17 it approved a perma¬ 
nent rescue scheme — the 
European Stability Mechanism 
— to replace the EFSF in 2013. 

And in what would be an¬ 
other significant development, 
private sector banks and in¬ 
vestment funds that buy gov¬ 
ernment-issued bonds may for 
the first time have to absorb 


some of the losses should 
states require financial help. 

The ESM, as is the case 
with the current arrangement, 
allows for financial assistance 
to countries provided they 
adopt budgetary measures 
drafted by the EU’s executive 
commission and the IMF. 

The engagement of private 
investors, however, would not 
be automatic, as Germany had 
initially wanted: it would be 
determined on a case-by-case 
basis. 

Private investor contribu¬ 
tions would depend on the se¬ 
riousness of the crisis, as 
measured by the European 
Commission and the IMF in 
conjunction with the European 
Central Bank. 

The commission, the IMF 
and the ECB would determine 
if the country concerned 
merely faced a cash shortage 
or was in fact facing insol¬ 
vency. 

In the case of a liquidity 
squeeze private creditors 
would simply be encouraged 
to hold on to their investment. 

But if a government was 
deemed to be insolvent, Euro¬ 
pean aid would come with an 
obligation not only to imple¬ 
ment budget reforms but to re¬ 
structure the debt. 

The government concerned 
would then negotiate with its 
private creditors. Debt pay¬ 
ments could be rescheduled, 
interest rates lowered or the 
amounts to be repaid reduced. 

The proposal for joint euro¬ 
zone bonds, advocated most 
prominently by Luxembourg 
Prime Minister Jean-Claude 
Juncker, has sparked conside¬ 
rable controversy in recent 
months, but it remains a live 
talking point. 

Guaranteed jointly by all 
the eurozone members, the in¬ 
terest rates for such bonds 
would be averaged out on rates 
practised by countries joining 
the scheme. 

That would shield countries 
facing financial difficulties 
from speculation and panicked 
markets demanding exorbitant 
rates. 

But Germany, proud of the 
low interest it pays due to its 
strong economic performance 
and management, has rejected 
the proposal: it would increase 


the rates it has to pay to bor¬ 
row. 

Berlin has also argued that 
the arrangement would make it 
easier for countries to avoid 
adopting difficult but necessary 
fiscal adjustments. 

Throughout the debt crisis 
anlysts have contended that 
bailouts alone are not sufficient 

— that what the eurozone really 
needs is a thorough overhaul of 
its operating procedures. 

French President Nicholas 
Sarkozy has lobbied for a form 
of economic governance that 
would reduce divergences 
among member states. 

His finance minister, Chris¬ 
tine Lagarde, last week told a 
German newspaper that "an 
economic government means 
seeking the approval of other 
states" before taking action. 

But her remarks drew a ne¬ 
gative response from German 
Economy Minister Rainer 
Bruederle. 

Bruedele described the idea 
as "not a good plan," calling in¬ 
stead for a "permanent protec¬ 
tion mechanism for the single 
currency" and sanctions 
against eurozone members 
who fail to exercise budget re¬ 
straint. 

An alternative approach 
would provide the eurozone 
with a degree of fiscal federa¬ 
lism, whereby it would have 
the authority to transfer funds 
throughout the bloc — from 
richer states to poorer partners 

— as a means of evening out di¬ 
vergences. 

A European federal treasury 
could also manage tax policies 
and in that way make the euro¬ 
zone a true economic union as 
opposed to simply a monetary 
union.

Dutch police welcome snow 
as crime busting aid

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - While com¬ 
muters complain of disruptions 
caused by recent heavy snow, 
Dutch police have welcomed it 
as an unusual aid in catching 
illegal cannabis growers and 
other criminals. 

"A clean roof amid others 
covered in snow is often an in¬ 
dication of the presence of attic 


growing lights for a cannabis 
plantation,” police spokesman 
Henri van Pinxteren of the south 
eastern Brabant region said. 

“Police on patrol would list 
the addresses of homes with 
clean roofs for later inspec¬ 
tion.,It often leads to arrests. 
This is a well-known tool for 
the police in winter,” Van Pinx¬ 
teren aded. 


Good News Baptist Church in 
Tanki Leendert called a new 
pastor following their Wednes¬ 
day night church service on 15 
December. The congregation 
voted 100% to call Reverend 
Danny Alford as their new pas¬ 
tor. Pastor Alford has been in 
the ministry for 40 years, be¬ 
ginning with his biblical edu¬ 
cation and training at a Baptist 
college in Springfield, Mis¬ 
souri. 

He has ministered in Amer¬ 
ican churches in Texas, New 
York, Alabama, and Florida. 
He also authored a book on 
Youth work after he and his 
wife worked with teenagers for 
many years. 

Ten years ago, Reverend 
Alford and his wife moved to 
Holland where he successfully 
planted the Lighthouse Baptist 
Church in the city of Almere, 
near Amsterdam. The church 
began as a Bible Study in a 
Dutch-Aruban’s home in Ams¬ 
terdam. The ministry eventu¬ 
ally expanded to Mr. Alford’s 
home and grew as a church 
from this point. The church 
rented space in several loca¬ 
tions and is still going well 
today at its present location in 
the Almere. 

Along with building the 
church and ministering to the 
needs of the people in Almere 
and the surrounding communi¬ 
ties, Pastor Alford became flu¬ 
ent in the Dutch language, 
never realizing at that time that 
he would eventually settle in 
Aruba. Dutch, being a difficult 
language for most foreigners 
proved to be equally challeng¬ 
ing to the Alfords. Pastor Al¬ 
ford attributes much of his 
success from self study and lis¬ 
tening to the sermons of an¬ 
other Dutch pastor over the 
internet. He took advantage of 
helpfull friends that were al¬ 
ways happy to tutor him. 

After five years of ministry 
in Holland, Rev. Alford ac¬ 
cepted a call to become the 
pastor of Riverside Baptist 
Church in Exeter, England. 
The history of this church, near 
the River Ex and sitting beside 
the ancient Roman wall that 
still surrounds parts of the city, 
dates back to the days of 
George Whitfield when a con¬ 
vert of his, Henry Tanner, 
funded and built a church 
known then as Tanner’s Taber¬ 
nacle. 

Reverend Alford’s objective 
was to encourage and stabilize 
this church, getting it to the 
point where they could call 
their own National pastor. Two 
and one-half years later, he 
joyfully and confidently turned 
the church over to a British 
man who had been called into 
the ministry. 


The Alfords returned to the 
states at this time, not knowing 
at the beginning what God was 
going to do through them. 
Reverend Alford had the op¬ 
portunity to reach out to the 
continent of Africa. He worked 
with another missionary who 
ministered in Middle Eastern 
and West African countries to 
help train and encourage Na¬ 
tional pastors who were “Bap- 
tistic” in their doctrine and 
practices. At this time, he vis¬ 
ited war-torn Ghana and 
Liberia. It was during this time 
that Mrs. Alford's mother was 
diagnosed with cancer. The Al¬ 
fords were then able to under¬ 
stand why the Lord brought 
them back to their home coun¬ 
try rather than allowing them 
to serve on foreign soil. 

Shortly before Mrs. Al¬ 
ford's mother succumbed to 
her battle with cancer, the Al¬ 
fords' hearts began stirring to 
be in another foreign country, 
serving the Lord. 

After much prayer, the Al¬ 
fords made a trip to Aruba to 
confirm God's plan for their 
lives. They had no doubt that 
Aruba was where God wanted 
them to minister next. After 
their return, they learned about 
the Good News Baptist 
Church. 

The church, started three 
years ago, had been without a 
pastor for the past twelve 
months. They had earnestly 
been praying for the Lord to 
send them a pastor who would 
lead them in the biblical way 
they desired. Several American 
pastors had come to help them 
keep their church going over 


the past year but there was no 
one to lead them permanently. 

Once the Alfords heard 
about the church, they con¬ 
tacted two of the church offi¬ 
cers. The Alfords then made 
plans to come to Aruba and to 
personally meet the members 
of Good News Baptist Church. 
In addition, it was an opportu¬ 
nity for the church to become 
acquainted with the Alfords. 

A bond quickly formed be¬ 
tween everyone. The church 
members gave testimony of 
their assurance that God 
brought the Alfords to their is¬ 
land and to their church. The 
Alfords quickly changed their 
travel plans to extend their trip 
several extra weeks. When the 
vote was cast on Wednesday 
evening, the church unani¬ 
mously agreed that the Alfords 
were their answer to prayer 
and God's man for the job. 

The Alfords will be return¬ 
ing to the states shortly to raise 
additional financial support 
that will be necessary for them 
to live in Aruba. They have al¬ 
ready found a house and hope 
to close the transaction before 
their departure. In their ab¬ 
sence, Pastor Alford will be ar¬ 
ranging for several retired 
ministers to help carry out the 
responsibilities of a pastor and 
to minister in whatever capac¬ 
ity is needed. 

Pastor Alford cordially in¬ 
vites the islanders of Aruba to 
visit the Good News Baptist 
Church. It is located in Tanki 
Leendert #132-B, just around 
the comer from the twin, onion¬ 
shaped towers and Domino's 
Pizza on Highway 2-B.

Kameda makes history with 
bantamweight title victory

SAITAMA (AFP) - Japan's 
Koki Kameda won the vacant 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) bantamweight title 
on Sunday when he defeated 
Alexander Munoz of 
Venezuela by a unanimous 
decision. 

The three judges scored it 
115-111, 116-109 and 117- 
109, all in favour of Kameda. 

Kameda is the first Japan¬ 
ese boxer to win three world 
titles, following the WBA 
light flyweight title in August 
2006 and the World Boxing 
Council flyweight title in No¬ 
vember 2009. 

Kameda, ranked second in 


the WBA, improved his 
record to 24 wins, including 
15 KOs, against one defeat. 

Munoz, 31 and ranked 
fifth, saw his record reduced 
to 35 wins, including 27 
KOs, against four defeats. 

Earlier in the day, Daiki 
Kameda, Kameda's younger 
brother, defended the WBA 
flyweight title by beating Sil¬ 
vio Olteanu of Romania by a 
split decision. 

Daiki Kameda is the sec¬ 
ond of three boxing brothers, 
all of whom have bad-boy 
images in the media and 
among boxing fans. 

Daiki was suspended from 


boxing for a year after his 
failed title bid against then 
World Boxing Council fly¬ 
weight champion Daisuke 
Naito in October 2007, for 
using dirty tactics including 
wrestling the veteran cham¬ 
pion to the canvas. 

Koki Kameda was repri¬ 
manded by the Japan Boxing 
Commission for urging his 
brother to fight dirty. 

Their father, Shiro 
Kameda, has been barred by 
the WBC from serving as a 
cornerman in its matches for 
abusing match officials and 
has been slapped with a life 
ban by Japan's boxing author¬ 
ity.

South African Dale Steyn is 
ecstatic after dismissing 
Indian Rahul Dravid for 25 
runs on the first day of the 
second Test between India 
and South Africa. 

DURBAN (AFP) - Fast 
bowler Dale Steyn struck 
four times as India struggled 
to 168 for six at tea on the 
first day of the second Test 
against South Africa at 
Kingsmead on Sunday. 

Steyn had figures of four 
for 36 as he took advantage 
of overcast conditions and a 
bouncy pitch after India, for 
the second successive match, 
were sent in after rain de¬ 
layed the start of play. 

Needing a victory to keep 
alive hopes of overall success 
in the three-match series, the 
visitors showed more fight 


than they did when they were 
bowled out for 136 in the first 
innings of the first Test at 
Centurion, where they were 
beaten by an innings and 25 
runs. 

But they were once again 
in deep trouble. 

Steyn posed a consistent 
threat, bowling at a lively 
pace and swinging the ball 
away from the batsmen. He 
dismissed both openers, 
Virender Sehwag (25) and 
Murali Vijay (19), in a spell 
of two for 19 in eight overs 
before lunch and added the 
wickets of Rahul Dravid (25) 
and VVS Laxman (38) dur¬ 
ing the afternoon. 

Left-armer Lonwabo Tsot- 
sobe claimed the key wicket 
of Sachin Tendulkar, who 
was caught at second slip for 
13 in the first over after 
lunch. 

Tsotsobe struck again 
shortly before tea, again in 
the first over of a spell, when 
Cheteshwar Pujara (19) top- 
edged an attempted hook to 
give wicketkeeper Mark 
Boucher an easy catch. 

Tsotsobe also held a sen¬ 
sational catch to dismiss Lax- 
man, the most impressive of 
the Indian batsmen. 

Laxman, who had greeted 
Steyn at the start of his after¬ 
noon spell with a sumptuous 
straight drive for four and an 
effortless hook for six, pulled 
a short ball from Steyn. It 
seemed destined for the 
boundary at wide mid-on but 
Tsotsobe dived to his right 
and held the ball one-handed 
to the obvious astonishment 
of the batsman.

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NFL recently handed down 
fines to 16 players for illegal 
hits in last week's games, in¬ 
cluding penalties of 15,000 
dollars apiece to Atlanta's 
Kroy Biermann and Cincin¬ 
nati's Dhani Jones. 

Falcons defensive end 
Biermann was docked for 
helmet-to-helmet contact on 
Seattle quarterback Charlie 
Whitehurst, Biermann's third 
illegal hit this season. 


Jones was fined for the 
same infraction against 
Browns quarterback Colt 
McCoy. 

A total of seven players 
were fined for roughing the 
passer and three for flagrant 
fouls on defenseless re¬ 
ceivers, both of which have 
been emphasized by the Na¬ 
tional Football League this 
year as it cracks down on un¬ 
necessarily violent play. 

Baltimore free safety Ed 


Reed was fined 10,000 dol¬ 
lars for hitting New Orleans 
quarterback Drew Brees in 
the face. 

Chicago linebacker Brian 
Urlacher was docked the 
same amount for striking de¬ 
fenseless Minnesota tight end 
Visanthe Shiancoe in the 
neck and head area. 

Another Bears defender, 
rookie Major Wright, also 
lost 10,000 dollars for hitting 
Vikings rookie quarterback 


Joe Webb in the head and 
neck area and leading with 
his helmet. 

Indianapolis defenders 
Robert Mathis and Antoine 
Bethea were both fined 
10,000 dollars, Mathis for 
hitting Jacksonville quarter¬ 
back David Garrard in the 
head and neck area and 
Bethea for helmet-to-helmet 
contact with Jaguars receiver 
Mike Thomas. 

New England rookie cor- 


nerback Devin McCourty 
was fined 10,000 dollars for 
unnecessary roughness for 
hitting Packers tight end An¬ 
drew Quarless when he was 
defenseless. 

Another five players were 
fined 7,500 dollars each and 
three more were docked 
5,000 dollars for tackles or 
actions such as grabbing a 
facemask that violated league 
rules.
